Young  University  Board  of  Trustees  this  week  to  ask  their  con- 
sent in  going  ahead  on  plans  for  a new  Fine  Arts  Building.  ' 

Dr.  Wilkinson  announced  this  and  the  construction  this 
summer  of  a recreation  area  north  of  the  Helaman  Halls  in  his 
speech  at  Friday’s  forum  assembly.
